Its Discussion in the Chamber of 


Deputies Yesterday 


LEADS TO A SCENE OF DIRE tONFUSIOI. 


The Government Arraigned for Ineln- 


eerily In the Panama Frauda Prose- 


cutions—The Charges Indig- 


nantly Denied.- 


The Dlioniilon ot the French DudgM. 


PARIS, Jan. 27.—The discussion of the 


budget was continued In the chamber 
>f deputies yesterday. When the sub- 
ect of appropriations by tho minister 
>f the interior, was broached Luclen 
vlillevoye, Boulangist for the Somme, 
•tepped to the speaker's tribune and 
made a bitter attack upon foreigners In 
~ .nee in general, and foreign newspa- 
>cr correspondonts In particular. The 
fovernment had waited too long, he 
aid, before attempting to punish these 
raducers of the French people. Ad- 
venturous people, inimical to France, 
md attempted to make this country the 
ilaco of their dishonest schemes, and 
md thriven at the expense of loyal 
Frenchmen, The time had com* for 
ho government to proceed energetic- 
llv against all who had come abroad 
o exploit French industry and geniua. 
The first persons to be punished 
raght to be certain new* agent* who 
while, pretending merely to conduct • 
cgitimate newspaper bureau, were, In 
net, creatures of a foreign capitalist*, 
>nd made a business of spreading 
landers concerning France. 
In reply to M. Millevoy, M. Ribot re- 
•iewed in detail the steps taken by the 
government against offending news- 
>aper correspondents and the proba* 
>le effects of the new press law amend- 
ments. 
The government, he aaid, 


ould act quickly in every case to pro- 


.ect every ambassador in Paris againat 
he libels of the press. 
Albert Chiche, Boulangist, for Ger- 


onde, opposed the voting of the secret- 
en ice fund on tbe ground that tbe 
nnd was used for political purposes of 
he government. 
M. Eibot replied that the fund was 


ndlspensible, and especially at pres- 
ut. 
Efforts were making to incite the 


eople to open antagonism to the repub- 
10, and these efforts would not be re- 
axed until after the election. [Pro- 
ests fiom the right] The government 
ould not, therefore, spare any part of 
he fund 
Aa regarded the disposition of the 
unds, tho deputies must trust the prob- 
ty of the government. 
Tho statements as to the vote of con- 
clcuco caused a stir among the depu- 
ics who have called most loudly for 
lie Investigation of the Panama acan- 
al. 
De Provost de Launey, who followed 
I. Kibot, began the attack upon the 
overnment's position toward the Pan- 
ma scandal. 
The confusion which had grown 
toadily during Mr. Launey'B speech 
ecamc anuproarwhen PauldeSchanel 
rep), deputy for the Eure-et-Loire, 
eprecated the reflections upon thejfov- 
rnmcnt's intentions, and, turning to 
ace the Boulangist, Jule de Lahaye, 
emamled that ho now name the fifteen 
.eputies whom he had described as re- 
ipicnts of Panama bribes. M. da 
iahaye replied. "Most of you know 
rho they are It is generally acknowl- 
edged that 354 deputies were corrupt- 
d." 
"Name them

M Bourgeois, replied to De Lahaya's

Kid ahcady had abundant opportuni- 
les to name the 154 deputies in ques- 
lon—in fact had been pressed to do so 
jy tho parliamentary, commission of 
nqulry. The machinery of the law 
vas in motion and the government 
ad done its utmost to sift the Panama 
scandal. 


Augustine de Ramal, royalist deputy 
or Qard, made the last attack on 
,he government. The officers of the

acklng 
Why sufficient evidence waa 


lacking all but tho wilfully blind could 
see. Why were the directors of the 
Manama canal not allowed to speak? 
iVhy was M. Arton, who but a week 
ago had been in Paris, allowed to leave 
without making one effort to arrest 
im? The proofs cowld be got, but the 
government seemed to have no desire 
;o get them. 


M. Bourgeois protested indignantly 


against M. RamaVs insinuations. The 
law was impartial and ought to be re- 
Bpected. This declaration was received 
with jeers from the right. 


M Ribot addressed himself to M. de 


Lahaya and made a final appeal for the 
secret. Nobody, he said, should be al- 
lowed to accuse 154 deputies of corrup- 
tion without-naming them, and then 
attack the regular process of law. That 
such things were possible were the 
best proof thtit a campaign was being 
carried on against the republic. The 
government was straining every nerve 
to bring to justice all men who could 
be shown to have betrayed their trusts 
for money Tho government's object 
was to throw full light on tbe whole 
Panama affair. 


The fund was voted by 80S deputies 


against 183 and the entire budget ot the 
ministry of the interior waa then ap- 
proved. 


Toalt and Tout. 


BERLIN, Jan. 37.—A luncheon In honor 


of tho czarowitz was given by the offi- 
cers of the Alexander grenadiers, o! 
which the czar is an honorary member. 
Emperor William, in proposing a toasi 
to the czar, said. "The presence of the 
czarowitz at the marriage of Princess 
Margaret ia a crowning proo'f of the 


friendly interest the czar has always 
had In the happy events of my house. 
We all recognize the czar, not as an ex- 
alted comrade, but as a representative 
of a long and preserved monarchical 
tradition. JCaise your glasses and cry 
with me, with your whole heart: 'His 
majesty, the czar, hurrah!' 


The toast was drunk ainid loud cheer- 


ing. The czarowitz then toasted Em- 
peror William.

A BIO THING ON ICE. 


The World's 
Zjong-Diatanoe Skating 


Bacord Simply Left Out o! Bight. 


STAHEO1V}, Conn , Jan. 27.—There 


were 3,000 people present to witness the 
100-mile skating match between Don- 
oghue, Franklin and Ennis, yesterday 
afternoon* They were standing on the 
Ice so compactly that it left only a nar- 
row track for the skaters. Donoghue 
commenced 
and continued putting 


wider distance between himself and his 
competitors. His early average was 
about 3% minutes to the mile. 


When the champion made ninety 


miles in 6:07 3-5 the crowd could hardly 
be restrained. 
On his ninety-second 


mile he met with an accident which 
nearly put him out of the race. A 
small boy ran out of the crowd on one 
side of the track and attempted to cross 
just as Donoghne came like the wind 
down the long stretch. The boy col- 
lided with the champion, and was 
knocked twenty feet in one direction, 
while Donoghue fell backward, wrench- 
ing one knee. He was unsteady for a 
moment, but pulled himself together 
>nd gradually resumed his former gait. 
In seven hours from the start he had 


covered 97 miles and 230 yards, making 
a record for this time 
His last mile 


was done in 4-3%, and his time for the 
100 miles was 7'11:S8 1-5. 


When Dohoghue finished Franklin 


had 90 1-13 miles and Ennis 85 miles to 
hia credit. The best record up to yes- 
terday was that of John Ennis, made 
at the Chicago rink, which was 11:37:45.

Beslous Charge Against Secretary of 
the Treasury Foster.

Wagenhals, of this city, has filed with 
Gov McKiniey charges of malfeasance 
against Secretary of the Treasury Fos- 
ter, as trustee for the Ohio asylum for 
the insane at Toledo. The charge is 
that Secretary Foster is interested with 
Isaac Barter in the milling company of 
Fostoria, which concern is selling large 
quantities of flour to the Toledo insane 
asylum. In his'letter Wagenhals speci- 
fies that 150 barrels of flour were sold 
to the asylum in June and the same 
amount e&ch month up to December.

liureufter mnku examinations. Most of 
those amendments were offered by Mr. 
O'Neil, o! Massachusetts. They were 
adopted by a vote of three to two, the 
Democratic members, Mutohler, O'Neil 
and Livingston, voting "yen," and Grout 
and Bingham, ^Republicans, voting "nay."

ries and questions of doubtful disputa- 
tion, especially where they have, or, 
under any circumstances, might have » 
tendency to unsettle the faith of the un- 
learned in the holy scriptures, For the 
sake of our church and all her precious 
interests and activities, we earnestly re- 
quest a truce and the cessation, ot eccle- 
siastical litigation.

Wayland Hoyt of Minneapolis. "The 
Christ, and Some of the Modern Difficul- 
ties," was the subject ot his address.

Mr. Blame to tbe same position, which 
he resigned on the eve ot the assembling 
ot the Bepnbhoan national convention 
at Minneapolis. Since that time his 
health has rapidly tailed him. After the 
death ot President Oarfleld Mr. Blaine 
resigned his place in the cabinet and 
wrote his "Twenty Years in Congress," 
which is regarded by all political parties 
as a memorable and useful work. 


BIB SOBEOWa. 


In his brief period ot less than four 


years that he was President Harrison's 
Secretary of State troubles came to him 
und whitened his hair and enfeebled 
hia frame. In that brief interval bis 
eldest son, tbe pride of his heart, and his 
eldest daughter had died; his youngest 
son, whom he had perhaps spoiled by 
overingnlgenoe, had dragged his name 
through the divorce court and public 
prints. Then, more crushing than all, 
the sudden death, of bis second son, tbe 
one of whom the father was very proud. 
In the opinion of Mr. Blaine's physicians 
no man, even with the frame of a giant 
and the "will of a Napoleon, could resist 
disease while living in tbe shadow ot 
each n chain of sorrows as this, and the 
efforts of the men of science were con- 
stantly handicapped by the band of Pro- 
videnoe. 


Mr. Blame died a rich man, having 


over a quarter ol a million dollars' worth 
of property in Washington, and large in- 
terests in West Virginia coal lands and 
railroads. He was one ot the directors 
10 the West Virginia Central Railroad 
company, in which ex-Senator Davis, 
Secretary Elkine, ex-Secretary Bayard 
and others are interested. This road 
taps coal and timber lands which Mr 
Blame, bought years ago very cheaply 
and which have become valuable through 
the railroad connections. His wealth in- 
cludes bank stocks, bnt tbe approximate 
value cannot be stated.

Since toe days of Olay, Webster and 
Lincoln be has been, no doubt, the most 
noted and positire character in the polit- 
ical history of tbe country. 


HIS DIRTHPI-AOU:, 


James Q. Blame was bo-n January 81, 


1880, in a plain but ample dwelling, in 
West Brownsville, Penn , not far from 
the scene of the campaign which ended 
in Braddook's defeat by the Indians. 
In Brownsville proper the visitor is still 
shown the residence ot his grandfather, 
Colonel Blame, a wooden building to 
wbioh a brick addition bae been mad» in 
titter years. 
The mother of General 


Sherman's wife happens to have been 
bom at a little distance from Colcnel 
Blame's home. On tbe hills above West 
Brownsville the curious inquirer may 
also see the house ID which Tjpbraim 
Blame and Miss Gi leepio were married, 
and, finally, the half-dozen houses which 
quarrel for precedence cs the birth place 
ot this sketch's subject. Mr. Blaine has 
himself disposed of this interesting con- 
test by fixing upon a certain dwelling 
among these as the soeae of his earliest 
raoolleotions. Tbe building is of wood, 
two stories in height, and removed, in 
accordance with the inscrutable Pennsyl- 
vania custom, as little as possible from 
the road 


Ephraim Blaine was careful to give all 


bia children an excellent education, and 
when James had completed at home bis 
early studies in the elementary principles, 
he was gent to the home of a relative at 
Lancaster, Ohio. 
This relative was 


Thomas Ewing, then secretary of the 
treasury. James G. Blame wpa eleven 
when be went to Lancaster, and he began 
at once to prepare himself tor college, 
studying with his oonsin, Thomas Enmg, 
junior, cow General Thomas Ewing, and 
once a member of congress, 
The boys 


studied under especially advantageous 
conditions, for their tutqr was William 
Lyons, brother ot Lord Lyons, and uncle 
of the then British Minister at Washing- 
ton. After two years of instruction from 
him, James G Blaine at tbe early ogs of 
thirteen, entered Washington oollega 


HIS M\IiIUAOIE. 


A few months after graduation in 


October he went to the Western. MiULnry 
Institute for boys at Blue Lick Springs. 
Hie fortune was not found at this insti- 
tute oa a pupil, but as a professor he won 
th» general liking which bad 
fallen 


naturally to him as n etudent, and was 
rather uncommonly successful, it would 
eeem, in a calling which could not have 
been congenial. 


It was at Blue Liok Bpncgs that be 


met the admirable woman who became 
his wife. Miss Harriet Stanwood, a na- 
tive of Maine, had been sent to be edn- 
oated at the seminary for young ladies 
at Millersbnrg, Ey. This school was 
presided over by the wife of the principal 
ot the Western Military Institute, and 
was 20 miles from Blue Lick Springe. No 
account remains of the wooing, but in 
little more than a year after bis arrival 
in Kentucky he married Mies Stanwood, 
and soon afterward returned with her to 
Pennsylvania, where he for a time stud- 
ied law. Tlfongh prepared, be did not 
present himself for admission to the bar, 
but the gronndine in legal principles 
then gained was of essential service in 
all its later work. He was perhaps in 
need of some more immediately remun- 
erative occupation than the study of the 
law, for in 1854, being than the father ot 
a boy of two, he answered the advertise- 
ment of Mr. William Chapm, Principal 
of the Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Instruction of tbe blind, for a teacher. 
This excellent home and school for tba 
blind still stands at the corner of Twen- 
tieth and Race streets in Philadelphia 
and Mr. Chspin is still its admirable 
principal, 


AN ED1TOB. 


He left this institution in 1854 to take 


charge of the Kennebea Journal, a news- 
paper in Maine, hia wife's native state. 
In 1857 be assumed editorial charge of 
the Portland (tie.) Advertiser. 
He was 


successful in both thess enterprises and 
at the age of 25 be was a power in the 
councils ot the Republican, party in the 
etat». Before he was 29 he was at the 
head of the executive committee of the 
party organization of the state, served in 
the legislature, and has ever since prac- 
tically directed tbe affaire of the party in 
that utate. 


A COSaBBSSMAN. 


In I860 be woe elected to congress, and 


after serving several terms he was elected 
speaker in 1869, defeating M. O. Eerr ot 
Ijdiani by a vote 135 to 57, and was 
subsequently re-elected and served aa 
speaker until the end ot the Forty-third 
eongnn March 8,1875.

Prof. Bemia lart night delivered hto 


fourth lecture in the University Exten- 
sion course, at the Woman's Olnb room, 
to tbe smallest aodisne* that has been 
present at any of tha lectures.

Mr. Weibe, president of 
the Amalgamated Association ot Iron 
and Stesl Workers, possibly covered tbe 
whole question, so far as it relates to 
practical political economy, when in the 
examination before the oongreaional 
committee he said in answer

government arbitration between em- 
ployer and employe when any misunder- 
standing arose, "The employer and em- 
ploye are beat calculated to settle their 
differences themselves, as they know 
most about them." This is the practical 
side of tbe labor question and is accepted 
as snob by the masses, wbioh probably 
explains tbe lack of interest taken in 
these lectures. Prof. Beiniu is a logical 
talker, and on some other subject would 
draw large audiences. He has two more 
lectures to deliver, and for tbe sake ot 
those who secured the course in good 
faith, believing our people would like to 
hear the question discussed, tha next 
lectures should be well attended.
